4 DEAD, 33 WOUNDED 
IN TAMPA RIOTING 


Jail. After Three Days. of 
Attempted Lynching. 


PRISONER SAFE ELSEWHERE 


Machine Gun Fire of Soldiers 
Brings Down. Some Not 
Members of Mob. 


TAMPA, Fla., June 1 ).—Four dead, 
three others in a serious condition and 
thirty other persons wounded marked 
the three nights of rioting that: culmi- 
nated last night when National Guards- 
men answered shots from a crowd in 
the vicinity of the County Jail with 
machine gun fire. 

. Civil and military officials expressed 
the belief tonight that the reign of 
violence had been suppressed, but 
every precaution against a recurrence 
was maintained. Thirty alleged mem- 
bers of the mobs were under arrest 
and held to await action by the Grand 
Jury called to meet in special session 
Monday to investigate the disturb- 
ances. 

Undismayed by an unsuccessful st- 
tempt Sunday night to remove B, F. 
Levins, confessed slayer of five, from 
the County Jail, and anothe?® attempt 
Monday. night, when twelve persons 
were wounded in a fight with deputy 
sheriffs, the mob formed again last 
night and persisted in its purpose unb- 
til the troopers’ fire had mowed down 
twenty-one persons, four of whom sub- 
sequently, died. 

Whether»any’ of those killed actually | 
were members of the mob was un- 
determined. At least one of the vic- 
tims was on an errand of mercy. Hugh 
Edward McRae of Fort Williams, On- 
tario, had stopped to minister to a 
wounded man lying in the street. when 
a stray bullet struck him. The other 
victims were Hal Pifer, 33, of Ocala, 
Fla., foreman of drivers for a bus 
line; Earl McGill, an employe of the 
Sinclair’ Oil Company, and W. E. 
Browning, 43. 

Colonel 8S. L. Lowry, commanding 
the twelve companies of guardsmen 
here; served notice today that “our 
forces will show the lawless element 
that we are prepared to cope with it.”

Coast for Fifty Miles About 8:30 
A. M., but Do Little Damage.

An earthquake which caused much 
alarm but little damage was felt yes- 
terday by New Jersey communities for 
fifty miles along the coast from.Toms 
River.to Sandy Hook and by. some 
towns thirty miles inland.

Talks From London to New York 
and Helps Soften Sorrow of City 
at Not Being First to Greet Him, 


The disappointment of New York 
City that it would not be first to wel- 
come home Captain Charles A. Lind- 
bergh was. concealed as gracefully as 
possible yesterday out of deference to 
the wishes of President Coolidge, and 
it was announced that this city’s three- 
day celebration in honor of the flier 
would be postponed until his reception 
at the capital. He 1s expected to reach 
New York June 14 or perhaps even a 
day or two before, all being con- 
tingentson the day of his reaching 
Washington. 

Captain Lindbergh expressed his ap- 
proval of the plan for his reception at 
Washington in a telephone conversa- 
tion from London yesterday with Cap- 
—— Richard R. Blythe, who, with 
Harry H Knight, one.of his principal 
backers, is his personal representative 
here. 

Captain Blythe’s conversation with 
Captain Lindbergh lasted nine min- 
utes, from 6:35 P. M., New York 
time, until 6:44. Captain Lindbergh 
Was presumably speaking from the 
American Embassy in: London. The 
purpose of the call was to ascertain 
the flier’s reaction to the controversy 
stirred up by President Coolidge’s in- 


vitation to him to come direct to 
Washington. 


His Gratitude te New York. 
“I consider it a great honor to have 


President Coolidge to come to Wash- 
ington for a reception,’”’ said Captain 
Lindbergh over the radio telephone.

Claimed by Army Reserve Air Corps. 


Captain Lindbergh was claimed by 
the Army Reserve Air Corps yester- 
day in a statement by. Major Gen. 
William Weigel, acting commander of 
the Second Corps Area, in answer to 
Mr. Whalen’s statement on Tuesday 
that Lindbergh was not a member of 


the army or navy or under supervision 
of the State’ Department and that he 
should come to New York first. 

“Captain Lindbergh's actual status, 
as reported by the War Department at 
Washington,” said General Weigel, “‘is 
that of a Captain of the United States 
Reserves, a Captain of the Missouri 
National Guard and a pilot of the Air 
Mail Service on leave of absence. He 
entered the regular army as a flying 
cadet and was graduated from the Air 
Corps Primary Fiying School at 
Brook Field, Texas, in September, 
1924. Less than six months later he 
had completed the Air Corps advanced 
fiying school at Kelly Field, Texas, 
graduating in February, 1925. 

‘He was thereupon commissioned as 
Second Lieutenant in the Army Re- 
serve Corps later, by reason of his 
rank as Captain in the Missouri Na- 
tional Guard and under the regulations 
governing officers who hold dual com- 
missions, he became a Captain in the 
organized reserve. St. Louis, Captain 
Lindbergh’s home, is under the terri- 
torial jurisdiction of the Seventh Corps 
Area, with headquarters at Omaha.”

‘Floating Refuges’ in Ocean May Be Necessary. 

Now it is quite apparent that, as things stand, weather 
plays a great. role, which is to say that storms on the Atlantic 
still constitute a very real peril, and probably will continue to 
be a factor’ to be dealt with in. future-developments toward 
efficient cross-ocean service. If pilots’ are going to stay on 
their starting fields until assured there is good prospect of 
perfect weather all the way across, they would have to do too 
much waiting and then might run into surprises—as I did in 
flying over the Atlantic.

The Livermores 
have, in addition to the guard of 
county police, some private operatives. 

The activity of detectives investigat- 
ing the Livermore robbery centred yes- 
terday around a section of lower Har- 
lem, in Manhattan. Captain Harold 
R. King of the Nassau County detec- 
tives had four plainclothes men in 
Manhattan with him. Two men were 
assigned to watch a certain bank 
building .where the police thought the 
stolen jewels were reposing in a safe- 
deposit box. The others, aided by New 
York detéctives, were scouring Harlem 
in the neighborhood of 116th Street on 
the east side. 

The unidentified man who telephoned 
to the police Tuesday afternoon said 
that the gang made Harlem their head- 
quarters. He also mentioned the name 
of a man the police have been unabie 
to locate. ; 

A. H. Hodges, an official of the New 
York Telephone Company, explained 
yesterday the reason why a telephone 
operator was unable to hear the noise 
in the Livermore room when the re- 
ceiver was off the hook the entire 
time. The wiring system is of the 
intercommunicating type, he said, 
meaning that the telephones were s0 
connected that they could be used to 
talk from room to room and from the 
house to the garage, but that a switch 
on the base of the instrument had to 
be thrown to connect with a central 
office. The receiver was off the hook 
during the robbery, but the switch 
was not thrown. Had'any of the ser- 
vants picked up a receiver in another 
part of the house, however, they would 
have. heard the conversation of the 
robbers with Mr. Livermore and his 
guests.

SHANGHAI, June 1.— Most of the 
American boserds conducting missions 
in China are either transferring or 
preparing to transfer their schools and 
hospitals to Chinese control in con- 
formity with the Nationalist demands. 
But the Episcopalians in this mission 
district are refusing to transfer con- 
trol of their institutions and St. John’s 
University is being held by them with 
a British armed force. 

Much of the other .migssion property 
in Shanghai has been taken over by 
the Nationalists. As a great majority 
of the non-missionary Americans high- 
ly commend the Episcopalians’ stand, 
I solicited a statement on the subject 
from the Right Rev. F. R. Graves, 
Bishop of Shanghai. In his statement, 
which follows, it will be seen that he 
does not mince words: 

“One of the difficulties at the pres- 
ent time is that so much is gaid about 
Chinese aspirations and so little ac- 
count made of facts. The Chinese, 
who are at bottom a reasonable people, 
are making all sorts of demands 
which in ordinary times they would 
recognize as impossible, and any one 
who cannot accept these demands is 
counted an enemy. 

“But this state of mind will pass 
when the present turmoil subsides and 
foreigners and Chinese can meet again 
on a basis of reason and cooperation. 
Meanwhile, the best friends of China 


are those who tell them and the world 
the truth. 


Holds Loss of Property Likely. 


“As an instance of the extravagant 
demands, take that for the transfer of 
mission property. Such transfer at 
present, as several] migsion boards are 
doing, is a serious mistake, The prop- 
erty so transferred is likely to be lost 
and much mission work. will be seri- 
ously impaired, if not destroyed. 

“Great damage has. been done al- 
ready, of course, but if the missions 
rétain their property and the control 
of their institutions there is hope that 
the work may be resumed. But those 
missions that surrender to these de- 
mands will find it impossible to re- 
cover their authority. 

“The Chinese have had little experi- 
ence in running large institutions. 
There is too much for think- 
ing that they would attempt to run 
them for profit. The missions have 
run them without gain to themselves 
and with the sole aim of spreading |;

na. 

“The very idea of modern education 
and medical science in China had its 
origin in mission institutions. The 
results speak for themselves; It has 
been a job well done, and in thé face 
of great difficulties.

‘‘When we learned of this, it was not 
possible for the American authorities 
to put a guard of marines here because 
they were fully occupied at the other 
end of the defense line, but the Con- 
sul General conferred with the Ad- 
miral, and by courtesy of the com- 
mander-in-chief of the British defense 


force protection was furnished by the 
British troops who were encamped 
near us. 

“This protection, which has been 
courteously and efficiently provided, 
could met have been better if done 
by .our own. soldiers. We are all of 
thé opinion that if the British force 
had not arrived when it did there 
would none of us be resident here 


today. 

‘Tt is not generally understood how 
politics influences education in China, 
A Government of many factions, often 
warring against each other, one 
has not yet organized itself, that ob- 
tains funds by confiscation, intimida- 
tion and extortion, proposed to abolish 
the mission schools of the lower grades 
and make the management of the 
higher institutions dominantly Chinese, 

“We know from long observation 
that politics would play a large part 
in school control. No teachers would 
dare to oppose the theories or com- 
mands of the district military authori- 
ties. A rival leader might conquer the 
province, change its policies and re- 
place the teachers. 

This has happened along the Yangtse, 
where in the past five years provinces 
and important cities have changed 
hands continually. 


Student Unions Condemned. 


‘‘Missionary institutions have been 
free from such interference until the 
Nationalists appeared. Student unions 
are a disastrous thing for education. 
There is a Student Union in every 
school, college and university that will 


permit it, and there is a Central Union 
which has become an important instru- 
ment of Nationalist policies. 

‘The majority of the students of a 
university may entirely content with 
the faculty and management, but or- 
ders will come from the Central Com- 
mittee and there will be demands to 
which the faculty cannot accede, fol- 
lowed by a strike and disorders. 

“These have been the methods fol- 
lowed in one institution after another 
in order to break them up. Missionary 
schools hitherto have been respected 
1 Chinese parents, even non-Chris- 

tians, becatuse they knew their children 
would be kept under restraint and get 
moral training as well as instruction. 

“St. John’s, for instance, had many 
non-Christian students. We made every 
effort to instruct them in Christian 
principles and convince them of their 
excellence, but we never received any 
students inte the church without the 
consent of their parents. This open 
dealing has been appreciated until the 
present. 

“We never had complaints because 
of the definite, Christian character of 
our institution. It is true that ore

The bodies of Joseph Carisi and 
Amoroso, members of the 
Fascisti who were. murdered on the 
forenoon of Memorial Day near the

COLOGNE, June 1—Damaging evi- 
dence against Dr. Broecher and Frau 
Oberreuter, in the trial here for the 
murder of the latter’s husband, which 
parallels the Gray-Snyder case, poured 
in from all sides during today’s 
session. 
‘Dr. Grass, the physician under whose 
direct care Herr Oberreuter was placed 
while in the hospital, testified that Dr. 
Broecher begged him before the victim 
was dead to defeat the purpose of the 
contemplated autopsy by sending the 
organs of another corpse to the labora- 
tory for examination. 
Dr. Grass reported to his chief that 
the patient, after being nearly cured, 
suffered an unexplainable relapse and 
for this reason an examination for its 
cause was ordered when it was seen 
that his recovery was impossible. 
Dr. Broecher, it. was said, exclaimed, 
“T am lost!’ when he was told that 
the autopsy would not be a fraudulent 
one. Dr. Broecher also admitted to the 
surgeon of the hospital that he had 
injected fifteen times the normal dose 
of mercury on the fatal day and asked 
that the matter be kept secret. 
It was brought out that the doctor’s 
blonde sweetheart, Frau Oberreuter, 
when informed that an investigation 
into her husband’s relapse was con- 
templated and that his condition was 


his hopeless, said: 


“Now, I’ll be arrested.” 

Dr. Broecher, who drank heavily, 
was under the influence of alcohol on 
the day the fatal injection was made. 
He had drunk fourteen large beers and 
a number of glasses of hard liquor 
that morning before going to the 
hospital. 

Dr. Grass stated that he never knew 
that Dr. Broecher was giving an in- 
jection to his patient, though the at- 
tendant nurse was informed and on 
one occasion refused to give morphium 
injections when Dr. Broecher ordered 
to quiet the patient. Dr. 
Broecher told the nurse that the pa- 
tient became delirious and had at- 
tempted to choke his wife who was 
sitting at the bedside. 

Dr. Grass also testified that Frau 
Oberreuter, when told that her hus- 
band had less than an hour to live, 
left the hospital on the pretext of 
meeting her mother at the station and 
never returned to the bedside. How- 
ever, both she and Dr. Broecher visited 
the chief surgeon at the hospital twice 
during the evening and begged to be 
shielded. 

The Judge pointed out that the crime 
had been contemplated a long time 
and was not done on the spur of the 
moment, Dr. roecher having re- 
marked several times: 

“It doesn’t matter if that man dies.”’ 
The nurse substantiated the accusa- 
tion tt the victim was given large 
doses vf mercury for three days pre- 
ceding his death.

Governor’ Bases Action in Naming 
Committee on State Court Ruling 
-Own Hearings to Go On. 


Special to The New York Times... - 
BOSTON, June 1.—Governor Fuller 
late this afternoon announced the ap- 
pointment of an advisory committee 
in connection with the investigation of 
the Sacco-Vanzetti casé. The mem- 
bers of this committee, who have con- 
sented to serve, aré former Judge 
Robert Grant, President Lowell of 
Harvard and President Stratton of 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 
The Governor's statement announc- 
ing the création of this committee is 
as follows: — 


“At the request of the Governor, 
Judge Robert Grant, President Abbott 
Lawrence Lowell and President Sam- 
uel W. Stratton have consented to 
serve as an advisory committee in con- 
nection -with the Governor’s investi- 
gation of the Sacco-Vanzetti case. The 
committee is appointed in accordance 
with the law, which reads: 

“ ‘Inasmuch as the responsibility for 
his {the Governor's] determination, 
with or without advice, must rest upon 
him, both in the beginning and for- 
ever after, the natural course of pro- 
ceedi would seem to be that he 
should seek such aid as he might de- 
sire from any proper source.’ 

“This committee will sit independent 
of the Governor, and the Governor will 
continue his own study of the case as 
heretofore.”’ 


Based on Court Decision. 


The reference to the “‘law’’ in ac- 
cordance. with which this advisory 
committee is appointed is not to any 


existing statute, but is to a decision by 

the Supreme Court of the State of 

Massachusetts in a case before it, the

It is understood that this advisory 
committee will not hold any public 
heariags on the case. The precise 
meth of its procedure is yet to be 
determined, and this course will be 
agreed upon by the three men named. 
They have not yet come together for a 

erence, but it is understood that 
they will do so immediately. 

The’ Governor’s statement that the 
new committee will “sit independent 
of the Governor” is taken to imply that 
it will order its own methods of pro- 
cedure, make its own investigation of 
the case in its own way, and make one 
final report to the Governor, mean- 
time not to hold any conferences with 
the Governor’s present Board of In- 
quiry, consisting of himself, the Lieu- 
tenant Governor and the Governor's 
Personal Counsel, Joseph Wiggin. 

Owing to the lateness of the date at 
which they come into the investizga- 
tion, there opens the possibility that 
the two men under sentence, Nicola 
Sacco and Bartolomeo Vanzetti, may 
be granted a respite beyond the week 
of July 10, when they are sentenced 
to be electrocuted.

| peais yesterday reversed and sent back 


for a new trial the action of Mrs. Anna 
McCoy Campbell against The New 
York Evening. Post, charging libel. 
The complainant was Mrs. Elizabeth 
Nichols, a widow, who had charged 
that Mrs. Campbell, a Christian Sci- 
ence reader, and a man healer had 
swindled her to the extent of about 

The complaint was filed with the 
County Clerk and the publication 
complained of followed. It was brought 
out that the article originally had been 
printed in THe New Yorx Times and 
that it was rewritten by The New 
York Evening Post and printed in that 


paper. 

Judge Pound laid down the ruling 
that where a complaint has been filed 
in the County Clerk’s office it is 
privileged for a newspaper to print the 
facts without malice. 

In the course of his opinion, Judge 
Pound wrote: 

“Questions of public policy should be 
considered. In this case it appears 
that the action against plaintiff was 
withdrawn, that Mrs. Nichols thus 
got her alleged false and scurrilous 
charges before the public as news and 
then dropped her case, and it is con- 
tended that such acts should not be 
deemed privileged so as to protect 
the publishers. 

“The contention is too far-reaching. 
Scandalous matter may come before 
the public in law suits. Personal 
malice my thus be given a hearing. 
A complaint withdrawn may not be 
the vindication that a decision favor- 
able to the accused would be, but com- 
plaints are withdrawn after applica- 
tions have. been made to the courts 
and suits have been dropped before 
verdicts. 

“Consistency requires us to go for- 
ward or’ to go back. We cannot go 
back and exclude the publication of 
daily reports of trials before a final 
decision is reached. The present dis- 
tinction ‘is indefensible. Therefore we 
proceed to a logical conclusion and up- 
hold the claim of privilege on the 
ground that the filing of a pleading is 
public and official in the course of ju- 
dicial proceedings.’’ 

In concluding Judge Pound wrote: 

“The complaint should not have been 
dismissed. As matter of law it can- 
not be said that the publication com- 
plained of is a full and fair report of 
the proceedings to date or that the 
headlines of the article read in connec- 
tion therewith are not libelous, or that 
actual malice may .not be’ proved. 
Swindling has a criminal. connection. 
Headlines are not privileged unless 
they are a fair index of the matter 
contained in a truthful report. 

“It is for the jury to say whether 
the publication fairly implies that the 
defendant in the fraud action had 
been sued civilly and that she denied 
all the charges against her.’’

Horace L. Day, Treasurer of the 
First Baptist Church, a trustee and 
deacon atid teacher of the men’s Bible 
class, is accused of false representa- 
tions in the sale of stock in the Horace 
L. Day Company, manufacturer of 
cocoa and chocolate, in a suit against 
the company brought in the Su- 
preme Court by Frank A. Reinhardt, 
a retired ribbon manufacturer, of the 
Hotel Gramatan, Bronxville. Rein- 
hardt obtained an attachment for $60,- 
000, which he paid for the stock. It 
was learned yesterday that the attach- 
ment has been served on a White 
Plains bank and has tied up the Day 
company’s cash. 

Mr. Day has responded with an ac- 
tion for $250,000 damages against 
Reinhardt because the latter called 
him a “liar and thief’ and said in a 
letter; “Is there a depth a man can 
stoop to lower than to sell worthless 
stock certificates to the estates of the 
deceased?” In addition, the Day com- 
pany is asking $450,000 damages be- 
cause of oral statements and letters 
by Reinhardt, alleged to have been 
false, which prevented the oo ge | 
from s thousands of shares 
stock, Mr. Day said yesterday that * 
bond would be filed at once for the 
sum sued for by Reinhardt, which 
will release the company’s funds. 


Mr. Reinhardt’s Charges. 


The petition of Mr. Reinhardt asking 
for the attachment said the 500 shares 
of stock for which he paid $50,000 were 
worth only $2.82 a share. He asks 
$48,590, with $9,475 interest since Feb. 


1, 1924, when he bought it. He says 
he invested in the Day company’s 
stock not only on the representations 
of Mr. Day but of R. Sherrard Elliott, 
Vice President, and got 1,000 shares of 
common stock as a bonus, which he 
says he gave back because it was 
worthless.

Sailing 715 miles to the sandy beach 
near Bar Harbor, Me., Van Orman and 
“Old Mort” stood tonight as unofficial 
winners of the annual classic prelim- 
inary to the international race, which 
this year will start from Denver in 
September. Their victory was accom- 
plished inthe entry of the. Goodyear 
Tire and Rubber Company of Akron. 


Second to Van Orman and Morton, on 
the face of the landing reports, are

Entry No. 8 from Scott Field, Il., 
flown by William ©.

Their distance was given 
as 610 miles. The landing was at Bid- 
deford, 

Under the rules, the pilots and aides 
of the first three balloons in the elimi- 
nation race will represent America in 
the international event. Race officials 
said tonight there was no chance of 
the unofficial line-up of the interna- 
tional contestants being changed by 
the canvass to be made later by the 
contest committee of the National Aer- 
onautic Association in Washington. 
The Detroit No. 2, which came down 
at Laconia, N. H., after covering 580 
miles, was the only other entry that 
came close to the three qualifiers. 

Van Orman took part in the race 
this year for the ninth time. It was 
not until 1924, that he crashed into 
the winning column, but he stuck there 
for three years. Since 1924 he hag es- 
tablished a record untouched by any 
other American lighter-than-air pilot. 
Last year he won the international 
race at Antwerp, Belgium. 

With him in that victory was “Old 
Mort,”’ one of the survivors of that 
hardy band of side show performers 
who in years past afforded the attrac- 
tion at county fairs by their ascensions 
in canvas bags inflated with the gas 
from coal fires, “Old Mort” was a par- 
achute jumper and before he tied up 
with Van Ormand had followed the 
carnival bands over most of the United 
States and made more than 300 para- 
chute jumps. 

Once he did what balloonists called a 
theoretical impossibility, when he flew 
from Washington Court House to Ap- 
pomattox Court House, Va., in a gas- 


ballast. “Olt Mort” made the trip by 
“hedge hopping’’ most of the way, 
which in the language of the balloon- 
ist means jumping from hilltop to hill- 
top, touching ground at each bounce. 

By winning the 1927 elimination race, 
Van Orman and Morton bring to 
Akron permanently the P. W. Litch- 
field trophy, Van Orman having won 
it in the last two national races as a 
representative of Akron.

Homer Fay Pfeiffer, a graduate of 
the Yale: School of Fine Arts, class of 
°26, was announced yesterday as the 
winner of the Prix de Rome Feliow- 
ship in Architecture for 1927. His de- 
sign for a Museum of Fine Arts in a 
Small City was judged as most meri- 
torious by. a jury of six men, who 
examined designs submitted in the con- 
test at the Grand Central Art Gal- 
leries, 15 Vanderbilt Avenue, yester- 
Gay afternoon. 

Mr. Pfeiffer is the third Yale man to 
win a Prix de Rome fellowship this 
year. Dunbar Beck and George Snow- 
Gen, both members of the Yale Art 
School, took the fellowships in paint- 
ing and sculpture respectively. 

Honorable mention went to John Ed- 
ward Miller, a graduate of the Catholic 
University of America, Washington, 
D. C., who received $50 for his design 
for a Museum of Fine Arts in a Small 
City.

“In this new world religion is “of 
necessity reforming and refornfulating 
itself—notonly hére in. America;, but 
also in Europe, in Northern Africa 
and Western Asia, in-India, China and 
Japan,’’ Dr. Morgenstern said. ‘“‘Not 
only Judaism, .but. also Christianity, 
Islam, Buddhism)Brahmanism and all 
other religions of the’civilized world. 
Either they must reformulate them- 
selves successfully, completely, or they 
must perish and’ new religions must 
take their place, 

“Here Wwe have eur Judaism with its 
new-found freedom. , There are those 
who shake their, heads “ang measure 
conditions by the old\standards of en- 
forced ghetto Judaism; -who say~ that 
Judaism is doomed. 

“T believe that. in Reform. Judaism 
the first pefiod of discarding . that 
which was outgrown and had lost its 
meaning is almost at an end. - Re- 
member this, that the reformation of 
Judaism has not been a matter of 
choice and free will, but of compul- 
sion, of divine ;compulsion, of submis- 
sion to the divine law of progress and 
reintervretation.. Judaism cannot stand 
still. Therein it. cannot find. salvation: 
but only decay and.death.- 

Dr. Schulman said that the late Isaac 
M. Wise, founder of the Hebrew Union 
College, was opposed ‘‘to all racial .or 
nationalistic interpretations of Juda- 
ism.’ He also felt the need of adaont- 
ing Judaism to environment, so that 
it is very significant that in the three 
‘nstitutions which he created, the col- 
lege, the Union of American .Hebrew. 
Congregations and the Central Con- 
ference of American Rabbis, he did 
not insert in their names any adjec- 
tive like reform or liberal. 

‘The greatest humbug and the great- 
est danger in American Judaism today,’ 
in my opinion, is in the combination 
of two things: that radical destructive 
tendency in the American synagogue 
which emasculates Jewish beliefs, does. 
away with the Jewish Sabbath, treats 
Jewish festivals lightly. abolishes 
practically everything distinctively 
Jewish in the religious life of sons and 
daughters of Israel, and at the same 
time loudly insists, in season and out 
of season, upon the necessity of per- 
petuating the Jews as a race and as 
a. nation. Sych a, movement empties 
moral and spir- 
itual content, and leaves it only the 
shéil.of race, which is the insistence 
upon a nationalism based on blood.

RECORD CROWD IS PRESENT 


King, QUeén ahd Lindbergh Among 
the 300,000 at Epsom Downs— 
Bright Weather Relgns for Race.

LONDON, June 1.—Three hundred 
thousand persons, the largest crowd 
ever to see the “‘world’s greatest pic- 
nic,” swarmed on the grensward at 
Epsom Downs today and caught a mo- 
mentary glimpse of Call Boy, the 
favorite, as he won the 144th English 
Derby. } 

The popular choice, owned by Frank 
Curzon, a London theatrical manager 
and former actor, led all the way, al- 
though stoutly challeneged from Tat- 
tenham Corner and almost into the 


stretch by Sir Victor Sassoon’s Hot 
Night. In front of the new stands, 
holding the King, the Queen, Captain 
Lindbergh and 80,000 other excited on- 
lookers, Call Boy drifted away from 
his rival to win by two lengths in the 
record time of 2:34 2-5 for the mile 
and a half. He paid 4 to 1, and the 
once theatre world is jubilating to- 
night. 

Major J. 8. Curtauld’s Shian Mor fol- 
lowed Hot Night home by eight 
le nosing out Lord Derby’s 
Sickle, which had been heavily backed 
almost up to starting time. Hot Night 
paid 9 to 8 and Shian Mor 11 to 2. 

Bright sunshine helped to make the 
Empire's annual sports climax a bril- 
liant affair, and the modern transmis- 
sion of news relieved the suspense in 
such distant dominions as Africa, 
India and Australia from two to four- 
teen seconds after the silks of the first 
three jockeys flashed past the King. 

British racing critics tonight called 
the race the most satisfactory in years. 
The favorite beat Captain Cuttle’s 1922 
record by a fifth of a second, vindi- 
cating his excellence. 


Thousands From America. 
The United States was represented 
at the festival by thousands who joined 
in the cheering for Captain Lindberg. 


The Atlantic flier rode to the spectacle | 


in Lord Lonsdale’s conspicuous yellow 


limousine. The car was involved in a. 
traffic jam 400 * from the stand 
and became the centre of a rush when 
the word spread that Captain Lind- 
bergh was there. 

The police helped to get the Captain 
and his friends to the s where 
the flier received the same wild ap- 

lause as has greeted him wherever 

e goes. 

The traffic jams, which were a mad- 
dening phase of the Derby in other 
years, were reduced to a minimum 
today. Twenty-two thousand police 
lined the roads, ably untangling the 
recurring knots. Also, the new route, 
separating private automobiles from 
lorries and carts, helped materially. 

The ro party motored from Buck- 
ingham ace at noon in seven Cars. 
Besides the King and Queen there were 
the Prince of Wales, the Duke of Con- 
naught, Princess Mary, Viscount Las- 
celles, Prince Henry and their numer- 
ous suites. 

The unusual kindness of the weather 
gave some play to fashions, although 
everybody carried umbrellas or coats 
due to the morning mists. 


Many Amusing Contrasts. 


The roads leading to the course pre- 
sented the usual amusing contrasts. 
Costers, with thousands of pearls on 
their suits, led donkey carts in which 
“the missus’’ was seated, wearing a 
huge hat adorned by ostrich plumes as 
a sign of prosperity. A bus carrying 
women Fascists in black uniforms also 
attracted great attention. 

At a junction of two roads, a man 
armed with a bell and megaphone and 
bearing placards announcing the ‘“‘sec- 
ond coming of the Lord,”” bawied Bible 
texts at the occupants of charabancs 
as a protest against sinful gambling. 

Epsom Downs was a comparatively 
calm sea of people as far as the eyes 
could reach while buses were lined 
wheel to wheel near the course. There 
were circus tent refreshment bars and 
recurring booths of bookies. The day 
seemed nothing more than. a placid 
picnic except for the brief two minutes 
of the race, and women seemed to out- 
number the men two to one,

OLEAN, N. Y., June 1.—The most 
illustrious alumnus of St. Bonaventure 
College and Olean’s favorite son came 
back to the scenes of his boyhood to- 
day. The fact that John Joseph Mc- 
Graw brought his Giants with him and 
they beat the St. Bonaventure team, 
12 to 2, in no manner marred the pride 
of the local populace. 

For this glorious June day was given 
over to memories and the citizens of 
the city remembered how pug-nosed 


Johnny McGraw wasn’t good enough 
to play on the town team. The Fran- 
ciscan fathers recalled little Johnny's 
schooldays and *McGraw himself re- 
membered a great friendship. 

There wasn’t a dry eye in the dining 
hall when Father Thomas Plassman, 
head of St. Bonaventure College, said 
he would reveal a secret and thereby 
revealed the inner nature of John Mc- 
Graw the man, Here's the story. 


Two Boys Become Pals. 


Thirty-seven years ago, after having 
made nine errors in one game as 4 
member of the Olean team in the orig- 
inal New York-Pennsylvania State 
League, McGraw left town and was 


signed up to play third base for the 
Baltimore Orioles, which later became 
one of the greatest of all baseball ma- 
chines. Playing next to him was a 
freckle-faced youngster named Hughey 
Jennings, and right there was the be- 
ginning of a beautiful friendship which 
still exists. 

Hughey and Johnny became bosom 
companions. They played together and 
fought together. Hughey was a littie 
older than Johnny and not quite so 
fiery tempered. He was the balance 
wheel of the combination. As they were 
rearing the end of their first season 
together Hughey had an idea. 

Look here, Johnny,” he said, “net- 
ther one of us has had a chance to get 
much education. We still are young. 
We've got steady jobs and are making 
pretty good money. Lets go to school.”’ 

At first Johnny demurred. He didn't 
think much: of the idea, but finally he 
was persugded and the pair came here 
to St. Bonaventure College to get edu- 
cated. They helped work their way 
through school by coaching the base- 
ball team. 

The years passed. Hughey and 
Johnny played side by side on the 
celebrated Orioles. Their paths sepa- 
rated, one to become man of the 
Giants, the other to lead the Detroit 
Tigers, and later their paths converged 
again when Hughey was ed by 
Johnny as coach of the New York club. 

Then Hughey was stricken with 
tuberculosis and had to give up the 
life of baseball.

He returned to his home in the Po- 
cono Mountains and there he whiles

Johnny. But Johnny hasn’t forgotten.

GETTING READY FOR.CONGRESS. 

Senator REED of Missouri, like a 
parrot or likeCaTo, keeps on winding 
up every ‘speech or interview with the 
demand that Congress be summoned. 
in special session to deal with the 
Mississippi ‘flood. A ‘few ‘news-' 
papers, after having hastily com- 
mitted themselves to that plan, con- 
tinue, though in a diminuendo voice, 
to call upon the President quickly to 
convene the new Congress. But tiat 
this will not be done is now evident. 
The worst of the flood is, happily, 
over. This does not mean that there 
will not be great and continuing 
need of relief. But Secretary HOOVER, 
now back in Washington, estimates 
that the $2,000,000 additional for the 
Red Cross, for which subscriptions 
are still flowing in, together with 
local .bank loans of about the same 
amount, will be sufficient to care for 
all immediate emergencies, 

Meanwhile, at Washington mem- 
bers of Congress in consultation with 
Government officials: are working ' 
out a sensible schedule of procedure. 
The minority leader of the Senate, 
Senator ROBINSON of Arkansas, 
agrees with the Republican leader, 
Senator CURTIS, that the wise thing 
is to set the appropriate committees 
of Congress to preparatory work 
during the Summer. They can take 
evidence concerning the actual 
amount of damage. They can get 
the opinion of army engineers and 
other experts in flood control for 
the purpose of drafting a program 
to be urged upon Congress when it 
meets. By that time the committees 
will doubtless have been able to ar- 
rive at a pretty close estimate of 
what appropriations it will be neces- 
sary for Congress to make for 
relief, restoration and permanent 
safeguarding. : 

Of the decision to do such’ pre- 
liminary work the wisdom can 
hardly be doubted. It is work that 
would have to be.done, and. the time 
requisite to do it would have to be 
used, even if Congress were to meet 
at once. When it does meet, either 
at the fixed time in December or 
perhaps a couple of months earlier, 
the projects will have been licked 
into shape, and definite action may 
be secured as early as is possible, or 
desirable, in the nature of the case. 
Public sentiment seems to accept the 
belief of the Administration that it 
is better not to call Congress to- 
gether until there is something defi- 
nite to lay before it.

- British battleships have been or- 
dered to Alexandria and the Suez 
Canal because of a “ crisis” in 
Anglo-Egyptian. relations arising™ 
from army reforms proposed by the 
Nationalist majority in the Cairo 
Parliament: An uneasy situation 
would seem to be bubbling up once 
more to an emergency. For more 
than a year conditions have been 
those of an armed truce. The general 
election of last Summer, resorted to 
by King FUAD in the desperate haope 
that the power of the Nationalists 
under ZAGHLUL Pasha might be 
broken, had just the opposite result. 
ZAGHLUL’S followers captured 85 per 
cent. of the seats. The British Gov- 
ernment let it be known that it 
would not permit the formation of a 
Zaghlul Cabinet unless the Nation- 
alist leader subscribed to the terms 
laid down in 1922, when the indepen- 
dence of Egypt was proclaimed. } 
These were the maintenance of a 
British’ garrison in the capital, the 
protection of the Suez Canal by Brit- 
ish troops, and recognition of British 
rights in the Sudan. ZAGHLUL de- 
clined to issue such a pledge and a 
minority Cabinet under ADLY Pasha 
took office. ZAGHLUL was elected 
President of the Chamber. 

Relations between the Cabinet and 
the Chamber could not be expected 
to be harmonious under such circum- 
stances. Yet it does not seem to 
have been ZAGHLUL’s policy. to pre- 
cipitate a crisis. His activities have 
been directed. toward extending Na- 
tionalist influence in the country by 
legislative measures for the “ Egyp- 
tianization” of the administrative 
machinery and the local government. 
When ADLY Pasha resigned last 
April the Nationalist leader was still 
unprepared to assume direct respon- 
sibility, and another minority Cabi- 
net under SARWAT Pasha was in- 
stalled.

From’ the transcript of testimony 
taken at the Coroner’s inquest five 


| months ago, the jury of three ‘women 


and nine men heard ‘evidence that 
Timothy Meaney had been beaten by 
troopers after he and ‘his brother, 
James, had been arrested. Over the 
strenuous objection of counsel .for the 
defense, former Judge George K. 
Large, for the prosecution, read testi- 
mony of Trooper Alfred K. Larsen, 
who admitted at the inquest he shot 
James Meaney in the knee “in self 
defense.”’ 

Mr. Large also read portions of the 
transcript quoting Harry Hanoway of 
195 Weequahic Avenue, Newark, the 
S. P. O. A. agent, who swore out the 
warrant charging Timothy Meaney 
with mistreatment of cattle. The agent 
was quoted as answering, ‘‘Yes, I did,’’ 
to the query, “You knew you had an 
illegal ‘warrant for Meaney?’’ 

- }* . Large also read the testimony of 
Leslie Dusenberry of Irvington, N. J., 
the other 8. P. C. A. agent who was 
questioned at the inquest. Dusenberry’s 
ev: ence corroborated Hanoway as to 


what happened before and immediately 
after the siege. 


Lawyers in Frequent Clashes. 


The rgading of the transcript devel- 
oped into a series of clashes between 
Special Attorneys General George T. 
Vickers and Wilbur A. Mott, repre- 
senting the trodpers; Gerald McLaugh- 
lin, counsel for the two agents, and 
Mr. Large. The attorneys for the de- 
fendants attempted .unsuccessfully to 
restrict the reading of the transcript, 
but their objections were overruled by 
Judge Robbins, with exceptions taken 
to practically every ruling.

| Abraham M. Fabian, Son of 


Theatrical Manager, Commits 
Suicide in Elberon. 


HAD NERVOUS BREAKDOWN 


Married in September, His Wife 
Got Annulment—Belonged to 
Vaudeville Associations.

LONG BRANCH, N. J., June 1.— 
Abraham M. Fabian, 31 years old, of 
669 Fourteenth Street, Paterson, son of 
Jacob ‘Fabidn, Vice President of. the 
Stanley-Fabian Theatrical Corporation 
and of First National Pictures, com- 
mitted suicide early today in the kitch- 
en of his parents’ country home in 
Norwood Avenue, Elberon, by lying on 
the stove and turning on the gas. 

Fabian was married last September 
to Miss Melanie Polachek of New 
York.

Is Put at $33,000,000. 


FINANCING PLANS OUTLINED 


Daily Traffic One Way Estimated at 
191,800 by 1945 In Report by 
North Jersey Transit Body. 


A report of the North Jersey Transit 
Commission, made public yesterday, 
dealing, with probable traffic in. the 
proposed tunnel from ‘the Times 
Square section to New Durham, N. J., 
demonstrates, in the opinion of the 
commission, the practicability of the 
tunnel, and the advantages that would 


accrue to New Jersey commuters from 
its construction. 

It bas already been estimated that 
the tunnel, designed to connect with 
the Interborough tunnel from Queens 
County, which now has its terminus 
at Forty-first Street and Seventh Ave- 
nue, would cost in the neighborhood of 
$33,000,000 to build. It was ascertained 
yesterday in connection with the re- 
port of probable traffic that the com- 
mission has under consideration three 
methods of financing the undertaking. 

One is a bond issue, similar to vwue 
lan used in financing interstate 

ridges; another is by the assessment 
plan, contemplating the assessing of 
roperty to be benefited, but taking 
into consideration the fares to be re- 
ceived, and the third method is private 
financing with control exercised by 
some public body such as the Public 
Utilities Commission of New Jersey or 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

Inasmuch as the method@f financing 
must necessarily depend upon the po- 
tential earning power of the proposed 
tunnel, the figures of the tentative esti- 
mate of daily one-way passenger traf- 
fic, made by Daniel L. Turner, con- 
sulting engineer, and Glen S. Reeves, 
——— lef Engineer of the , Sere 
Jersey Transit Commission, re- 
garded as of the highest — 


Figures on Traffic. 


The report shows that at the outset 
the tunnel would carry about 100,000 
one-way passengers daily and that by 
1945:, this; total would be increased 
more than 50 per cent. The engineers 
did ‘not draw conclusions as to earn- 
ings... The report. indicates that they 
considered all ble factors, even 
the building of a oe tunnel to 
connect with the MT. in West 


With suburban trains rerouted to 
take commuters to’ the tunnel termi- 
nus at New Durham, the engineers 
find that the daily one-way traffic as 
‘of ‘1926 would be 95,508; in 1930, 103,- 
100; in 1935, 115,400; in 1940, 131,700, 
and in. 1945,: 152,800. Induced, or gen- 
erated, traffic is not included in these 
figures... It is not estimated at all be- 
fore the year 1935, when it is put at 
8,700; in 1940, 21,000, and in 1945, 39,000. 
With these additions, the total in 1945 
comes to 191,800. 

This estimate does not take into ac- 
count a competing tunnel at Four- 
teenth Street. The figures for such a

Ina p rement, it 
was contended, the cost of both old 
and new systems would have to be 
considered, and the fare fixed to war- 
rant, eventually, a return on the whole 
investment. 


To Delve Inte Financing. 


There is reason to believe that Mr. 
Untermyer in pursuing his inquiry will 
strengthen his case against the higher 
fare advocates by analyzing the fi- 
nancing of the B. M. T. lines, as he 
did the financing of the Interborough. 


City officials contended yesterday that 
if this was done it would show that 
the B. M: T. had earned about 25 per 
cent. on the actual cash investment in 
the system; a figure higher than was 
shown to have been earned by the In- 
terborough. 

The trend of the inquiry and plans 
for its continuance that had been con- 
sidered, it was said, indicated a dispo- 
sition on the part of the Transit Com- 
missioners and .Mr. Untermyer . to 
reach some sort of an amicable agree-

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MURDER DEATH RATE 


Reduction From 6.4 Per 100,000 
“Population in 1925 to 5.7 


in.1926 is Reported. 
DECLINE NOTED JN 28 CITIES 


Highest Homicide Record Made at 
Jacksonville, Fla., According to 
Survey by Dr, F. L. Hoffman, 


The murder death rate declined from 
11 per 100,000 population to 9.9 in 1926 
in twenty-eight cities of the United 
States for which uniform statistics 
have been collected since 1900, accord- 
ing to figures. just compiled by Dr. 
Frederick L. Hoffman, consulting sta- 
tistician of the Prudential Life In- 
surance Company. The report will ap- 
pear in today’s issue of The Spectator, 
insurance publication. 

New York City’s murder death rate 
dropped from 6.4 in 1925 to 5.7 in 1926. 
Chicago likewise showed a decline 
from 18.8 to 16.7. Cities in Florida 
occupy first and third places. Jackson- 
ville had the highest homicide record 
of twenty-eight citles in that State, 
with a rate of 75.9 per 100,000, as 


against 72.3 in 1925. Tampa, with 67.5 
in 1926, as compared with 45.4 in 1925, 
had the third highest homicide rate. 
The second highest was. that of Bir- 
ee Ala., with 58.8, against 54.5 
in . 


Increase in $7 Cities. 


A tabulation of 118 cities showed an 
increase in the death rate from homi- 
cide in thirty-seven cities and a declin- 
ing or stationary rate in eighty-one 
cities. 

“The past year has been one of in- 
tense public interest in the American 
murder problem and unquestionably 
some substantial progress has been 
made toward a better public control of 
a deplorable situation,” Dr. Hoffman 
says in his report. He predicted that 
the Baumes law, in course of time, 
would have a “profound effect in 
checking the increase of serious 
crimes’”’ and that the prohibition on 
selling firearms by mail also would 
have a good effect. Criticism is made 
of the space given by newspapers to 
sensational murder trials and argu- 
ments are presented against capital 
punishment. 

While Dr. Hoffman believes that the 
1926 figures show that the crest of 
murder deaths has been passed, he 
estimates that there are approximately 


12,000 murder deaths in this country in 
the course of a year. Commenting on 
this he says it will require the energy 
and patriotism of the entire population 
to reduce crime deaths to a lower 
level. Credit is given to crime com- 
missions for effective work as far as 
they have gone.

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


: Further Advance on the Stock 


Exchange—Bonds Move Ir- 
regularly, Money 41. 


There was no change in the stock 
market’s movement yesterday; it once 
more presented the picture of a hand- 
ful of stocks advancing violently while 
the rest of the market gave no great 
evidence of enthusiasm and a few 
stocks declined. The number of sepa- 
rate shares that were bid up in a 
spectacular manner was possibly 
greater than in some other recent days 
and the actual losses somewhat small- 
er; otherwise the character of the 
market was the same. The general 
situation and the news of the day were 
not discussed at all. It has indeed been 
recognized during many weeks by Wall 
Street that this was a market reflect- 
ing a state of mind rather than a state 
of trade. 

The fairly violent advances in the 
railway group, for instance, have been 
occurring at a moment when the April 
reports were showing as a rule large 
reduction in net earnings from last 
year, both because of additions to the 
expense account and because of the 
river inundation. These influences do 
not make the railway »>roperties less 
valuable in the long run, but that is 
not the point at issue. The anomaly 
of the Stock Exchange movement is 
the continuous and at times impetuous 
advance, in the face of what would 
usually be called unfavorable news. 
This only repeats the recent action of 
industrial company shares, which ad- 
vanced in the same way when trade 
activity was relaxing and various in- 
dustries complaining of unremunera- 
tive prices. It is a market in which 
stocks advance because they have ad- 
vanced so far already; not an alto- 
gether logical process of reasoning, but 
a very familiar one at times in Wall 
Street. 

Speculation for the rise in grain was 
resumed, the corn market taking the 
lead on this occasion with a 3-cent 
advance to the unusual price of $1.04% 
ner bushel, nearly 40 per cent. above 
the price of six or seven weeks ago. 
Aside from the influence of the preva- 
lent spirit of speculation, this remarka- 
ble advance indicates that, in the gen- 
eral discouragement over the agricul- 
tural prospect, prices had been allowed 
to fall too low. Last year’s corn crop 
was smaller than the yield of many 
pre-war years; the reserve left over 
in March was 215,000,000 bushels 
smaller than the year before; yet the 
price had fallen to the neighborhood of 
values reached in the deflation years, 
when much larger crops were har- 
vested, The present upward readjust- 
ment of agricultural prices is much 
less a consequence of altered condi- 
tions in the growing crops than of a 
changed viewpoint regarding agricul- 
tural intrinsic values. 

Decrease in the rate of production 
at the iron and steel milis has of 
recent years been continuous from 
early Spring until midsummer ; 
therefore the fall of 44 per cent. in 
the country’s May iron output as com- 
pared with April, reported yesterday, 
need cause no surprise. The decrease 
is twice as great as in May, 1926, and 
it leaves the month’s total output con- 
siderably smaller than a year ago. 
In this, the iron figures probably re- 
flect the general course of industry. 
But it remains to say that last 
month’s production was the largest 
reported for May in any year since 
the war, except for 1926 and 1923. It 
cannot, therefore, be said that any 
important slackening of trade is indi- 
cated. The weekly review of The Iron 
Age, in fact, summarizes current re- 
ports from the steel industry as re- 
flecting “surprising maintenance of 
general consumption.”’ 

In the Reserve Board’s full report 
of conditions in the member banks 
there are some interesting sidelights 
on both money market and security 
market. Loans on stock and bond col- 
lateral by all reporting banks in the 
system decreased $16,180,000 in the 
week, as against the $33,767,000 in- 
crease in brokers’ loans at New York 
City alone. Perhaps equally striking 
was the increase for the week of $32,- 
000,000 in holdings of stocks and bonds 
by all reporting member banks. This 
increase does not include Government 
securities, and it makes the total addi- 
tion during 1927 to date $131,045,000 — 
an amount sufficient to have consider- 
able influence on the markets.

The leaders of the industrial depart- 
ment of the market, including Allied 
Chemical, Baldwin Locomotive and 
General Electric, continued to advance 
with unimpaired vigor, although in 
some instances profit-taking, encoun- 
tered in the afternoon, reduced the 
gains. The industrial group as a 
whole moved heavily during part of 
the afternoon, giving the market an 
appearance of irregularity, while it 
was in certain of the railway shares 
and the so-called specialty stocks that 
the most impressive buying demonstra- 
tions were carried on.

Mr. Aloys de Ssabéky, President in charge of the Hungarian Central Mutual Credit Institute, summarises his letter as follows: 


HISTORY AND BUSINESS: The Hungarian Central Mutual Credit Institute was founded in 1898 under special 
Hungarian legislation. It is the central association of Hungarian agricultural credit associations. Such associations 
must be members of the Institute by subscription to its ordinary shares and, pursuant to the provisions of the laws 
creating and regulating the Institute, conduct their operations as a part of the financial system of which the Institute 
is the central. authority. Besides these members, practically all the founders shares, comprising’ over 88% of the 
total capitalization of the Institute, are owned by the Hungarian State. The membership of the Institute comprises 
1,200 members owning all of the ordinary shares, such membership having increased over thirty per cent since 
1918. These consist largely of the agricultural associations, whose total individual membership aggregates over 420,000 
persons. These associations operate throughout the entire Kingdom, serving approximately 2,600 communities. 

The Institute, in addition to providing the necessary capital for its affiliated credit associations, makes loans 
directly to individual borrowers. The Institute is organized primarily to satisfy the credit demands of farmers, mostly 
in the form of short term credits, and not for the purpose of making profits for its own account, dividends on its 
shares being limited to 4%. During the 28 years of its activity, the Institute has attained a leading position in its 
field. Of the mortgage loans granted in this period, less than one-tenth of one per cent in principal amount have ever 
defaulted. The Institute also acts on behalf of the Government for the handling of short term credits advanced by the 
Government for special purposes, including the purchase of breed cattle and seed grain, and for other similar purposes. 

Before the war, bonds of the Institute were listed on the Budapest Stock Exchange, and during the two years 
immediately preceding the war sold at an average yield of 4.56%. They are a legal investment in Hungary for all 
State institutions, postal savings banks and insurance companies and are — from all stamp duties and taxes. 
They also can be deposited as security for Government contracts. 


STATE SUPERVISION: The State is not only’ interested through the ownership of over 88% of the entire capital 
stock of the Institute but also exercises supervision through the following officials: 1st: The Minister of Finance 
appoints a State Commissioner and two members of the Board of Directors. Of the remaining ten directors, four are 
elected by the State as the holder of founders shares and six by the participating associations. The State Commissioner 
may participate in all general and executive meetings of the Board of Directors.and has the right on behalf of the 
State to supervise the granting of loans and to veto any decisions of the management contrary to law or to the by- 
laws. 2nd: The Head of the State appoints the Chairman of the Board of Directors. 3rd: The Minister of Agriculture 
appoints one of the two Vice-Presidents, the other one being elected by the Board of Directors. 4th: The Minister of 
Finance must approve the appointment of the General Manager. It is provided by law that the State cannot withdraw 
its participation in the Institute and the by-laws of the Institute cannot be changed without the consent of the State. 


SECURITY: These Bonds will be a direct obligation of the Institute, and will be secured by first mortgages on 
agricultural and forested lands and vineyards, or cash in lieu thereof, equal to the principal amount of Bonds'out- © 
standing plus the current premium payable in the event of redemption.

BANKS’ MOVE CAUSES DROP 


They Demanded That Speculators 
Put Up More Margin Money and 
Heavy Selling Followed.

BERLIN, June 1.—The Stock Ex- 
change, which has never fully recov- 
ered from the disaster caused by the 
curtailment of contango advances 
nearly three weeks ago, hgs had an- 
other black day almost as bad as on 
the Black Friday of May 13. 

The market again broke down com- 
pletely and the turn of events caused 


almost a panic. 
prices dropped fifteen to twenty points, 
and some as much as forty. 

The evident reason for this enormous 
slump was the insistence of the banks 
that speculators put up more margin 
money or pay their losses immediately. 
This ultimatum greatly increased the 
general lack of confidence, due to the 
fear that ultimo settlements will not 
be met June 3, when they are due. 
‘It is a general custom to require 
speculators to put up 33 per cent. on 
margin purchases, but repeated slumps 
have wiped out these tees and 
the banks demanded that more money 
be deposited. This the speculators 
find difficult to do. It is rumored, 
however, that today’s move was 
merely the carrying out of a plan for- 
mulated by Dr. cht, President of 
the Reichsbank, and backed by in- 
dustrial leaders, to discourage specu- 
lation and thus bring down the Ex- 
change quotations, which are consid- 
ered still to be higher than warranted 
by the Reich’s economic condition. 


Purchasers Are Few. 


As a result of the banks’ new move 
big blocks of stock were thrown fever- 
ishly on the market, with no pur- 


chasers to offset the offers, and the 
bottom dropped out. When it became 
evident that a panic might result the 
banks made a weak effort to halt the 
fall in quotations, but on account of 
the evident lack of concerted action it 
proved ineffective. To prevent still 
greater losses the Board of Governors 
repeatedly fixed the prices of stocks 
otherwise traded in the open market, 
but even this measure was insuffi- 
cient. 

The general downward tendency con- 
tinued all . Large sales orders 
mostly came from the Provinces, but 
a considerable percentage also was 
contributed by foreign countries. There 
is no doubt that the steady decline in 
values during the past few weeks has 
= the holders of stocks every- 
where. 

The end of the slump is not yet in 
sight, although today’s prices are al- 
ready much below those of Black Fri- 
day. The only sign is the 
slight recovery the market 
made in the closing hour.

MAY PUT STOCK ON $3 BASIS. 


R. H. Stephenson Hints at Finan- 
cial and Industrial’s Policy. 


Ralph H. Stephenson of Redmond & 
Co., bankers of the Financial and In- 
dustrial Securities Corporation, organ- 
ized as an investment trust to invest 
in bank stocks, intimated yesterday 
that the common shares of the cor- 
poration would be put on a regular $3 
basis and that payment of extras from 
time to time will be continued. 

‘The dividend policy of the company 
has not been decided upon,” he said,

Russia would be 
forced to make purchases in the United 
States to fill requirements formerly 
filled through those countries, the trade 
in Canada for the next year which 
would be diverted to the United States 
being estimated at $4,000,000. He listed 
eleven major requirements which Rus- 
sia would be forced to obtain in the 
United States, and, while unable to give 
anything in the way of an exact esti- 
mate of the total amount of trade 
which would be diverted to the United 
States, said it might reach $50,000,000 
during the coming year. 

After pointing out that the Russian 
trade was of necessity one-sided, the 
Russian Trade Commissioner forecast 
immediate efforts to extend credit 
facilities in the United States. 

“We are short of cash,"’ Mr. Guerus 
said, ‘“‘but those who have been doing 
business with us have found that final 
payment is sure. We will require mil- 
lions of additional credit in the United 
States.”’ 

Mr. Guerus will return to Russia and 
the Trade Commission offices at Mon- 
treal will be closed when various out- 
standing obligations have been at- 
tended to.

WASHINGTON, June 1.—Testimony 
today before Director Mahaffie of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission on 
the Van -Sweringen application to 
unify stock control of the Chesapeake 
& Ohio, the Pere Marquette and the 
Erie roads was featured by an attempt 
on the part of the opposition ‘to show 
that the aims sought by the Van Swer- 
ingens to increase the efficiency of the 
C. & O. could be as well served by re- 
construction of its line between Cin- 
cinnati and Chicago. 

This aspect of the case was brought 
@ut during an examination of Assis- 
tant Chief Engineer Pyle of the C. & 
O., by Colonel Henry W. Anderson, 
who is fighting the proposed consoli- 
dation as counsel for 1,250 C. & O.

Mr. Anderson indicated by his line of 
questioning that the estimates sub-

“The Oregon Trunk Line, which is 
owned jointly by the Northern Pacific 
and Great Northern,” Mr. Donnelly 
said, “applied to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission two years ago for 
permission to build a line from Bend to 
Klamath Falls, Ore. The commission 
gave a qualified order permitting it to 
build part of the line and suggested 
traffic agreements with the Southern 
Pacific way to care for the re- 
mainder of the line. Negotiations were 
opened up on such agreements, but 
there were no results, so the commis- 
sion stepped in, declared that the 
Southern Pacific terms were unsatis- 
factory, and gave the Oregon Trunk 
Line, which means the Northern Pa- 
cific and Great Northern, twenty days 
in which to accept these terms. 

“They were not accepted, and the 
Great Northern said it was willing to 
build the line independently, coinci- 
dently petitioning for the right to in- 
tervene and replace the Oregon Trunk 
Line in the matter. This the commis- 
sion denied, saying at the same time 
that the Oregon Trunk Line should be 
permitted to build the line itself. 

“The Northern Pacific was not will- 
ing to accede to this, and, as was indi- 
cated at today’s meeting of directors, 
still is unwilling, and that’s exactly 
where the matter stands. The Great 
Northern will proceed in the construc- 
tion of this line in the name of the 
Oregon Trunk Line, the extension to 
be financed, owned and operated by 
the Great Northern.

The cool, damp weather was mostly 
favorable for growth and stooling of 
Spring wheat, and this crop made 
fairly good progress. Oats also did 
well, except that they are spotted in 
some interior west districts; improve- 
ment was noted in the southern great 
plains, particular] y in Oklahoma. Some 
flax was seeded during the week, but 
the soil was mostly unfavorable for 
work in the flax districts. Consider- 
able rice was overflowed in Louisiana, 
but the main producing sections of 
that State are not in danger from the 
flood; elsewhere the crop has made 
satisfactory advance.

Wheat Is Unsettied and Fiuctuates 
Erratically—The Close Is 
at a Net Gain.

CHICAGO, June 1.—The corn market 
took fire today and advanced 5 to 5% 
cents, after a small break early, to a 
new high on the crop and finished at 
the best figures with net gains of 3% 
cents. Locals sold early on the better 
weather conditions over the belt, but 
their offerings passed into the hands 
of strong commission houses, and a 
leading local bull was credited with 
having been a free buyer. Surplus was 
quickly absorbed and when the early 
sellers started to cover they found 


little for sale and with stop order buy- 
ing. There was b by traders 
who sold offers. The upturn was easi- 
ly attained. 

Forecast was for wet and. cold 
weather over the belt and an increas- 
ing number of reports are —* for- 
ward regarding the necessity of re- 
planting. The South was after cash 
corn today with a good part of the 
108,000 —J—— sold going to Tennessee 
for distribution in the flooded area, 
and it is expected that the East will 
be forced to come into the market 
shortly. Sentiment remains decidedly 
bullish. 

Primary arrivals today 972,000 bush- 
els; week ago, 579,000 bushels; last 
year, 1,213,000 bushels. Shipments, 
421,000 bushels; week ago, 279,000 bush- 
els; last year, 413,000 bushels. 

Wheat was decidedly unsettled, hav- 
ing a range of 3% to 3% cents with 
fluctuations erratic, the close being 
1% to 1% cents higher, the late strength 
in corn being a factor. Commission 
houses were on both sides with consid- 
erable selling on the better weather 
conditions in Canada and the relative 
weakness in Winnipeg. The latter was 
* to 1 cent higher at the last. 

The aggregate trade was not as large 

as of late, with realizing sales in evi- 
ahd on the bulges. On the breaks 
there was good buying, a leading local 
professional who was bearish lower 
down taking September freely. Win- 
nipeg October was only 2 cents over 
Chicago at the last, against <4 cents 
recently. 

A reduction of 5 to 10 per cent. in 
the Spring wheat acreage is expected, 
with a relatively low condition, and 
the same applies to oats, which will 
also show a good decrease in the area 
under this grain. Trade sentiment is 
more mixed than of late, but good 
buying is expected to develop on all 
the sharp dips and a majority of com- 
mission houses continue to lean to- 
ward the buying side on the breaks. 
Little attention is being paid to routine 
news. 

Export demand was slow, with no 
sales reported, although inquiries for 
old and new crop Winters were re- 
ported at the Gulf. World’s available 
supply decreased 9,735,000 bushels the 
past week and is 171,597,000 bushels, 
against 141,991,000 bushels last year. 

Primary arrivals today 950,000 
bushels; week ago, 768,000 bushels; 
last year, 683,000 bushels. Shipments, 
540,000 bushels; -week ago, 585,000 
bushels; last year, 482,000 bushels. 

There was buying of September oats 
today credited to a leading corn bull 
and with other local buying advanced 
the July to the highest figure of the 
season and closed it there, while Sep- 
tember sold within a fraction of the 
best price so far. Net gains were 1 to 
1% cents. Cash demand was only fair. 
Rye gained 1% to 1% cents in sympathy 
with wheat and on persistent commis- 
sion house buying.
